CRUSHING DEFEAT 
HUMBLES CANNON 


Insurgent Republicans Join 
Democrats and Vote Down 
the Speaker’s Ruling on 
Point of Order. 


FIRST TIME IN TEN YEARS 


Greatest Humiliation of Politi- 
cal: Career Makes “Czar” of 
House Feel Tottering 
of His Throne. 


{BY A STAFT CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., March 16-—[Special.}— 
Jocannoniem suffered today the most disas- 
trous defeat it has sustained at this session 
of congress, and one that is regarded by 
many Republican leaders as marking the 
beginning of its end. For the first time in 
all his four terms as presiding officer of the 
house of representatives, Speaker Cannen 
saw the house today overrule him on the 
decision of a point of order. For the third 
time in this session he found himeelf and his 
organization snowed under by an avalanche 
of insurgent ne and Democratic 
votes. 

The speaker and his followers were rebuked 
roundly by the insurgents and the Demo- 
crats for attempting to undermine the ma- 
jesty of the c 
was part the charter of liberties wrested 
from the Cannon organization by the ineur- 
gents and Democrats at the special session 
last spring. 


Roll Calls Overwhelm Speaker. 


The speaker ruled that certain business was 
privileged to be considered to 8 exclusion 
of calendar Wednesday business without a 
two-thirds consent of the house. On an ap- 
pea} from this ruling Mr. Cannon's decision 
was reversed by two overwhelming roll calls. 

On the motion to sustain the ruling of the 
chair the affirmative votes were 111 and the 
negative 163, the insurgent Republicans vot- 
ing against the speaker numbering forty- 
two. On a previous vote, by which the 
Cannonites, foreseeing defeat, had sought to 
postpone consideration of the business, 121 
members voted for and 158 against the speak - 
er, the insurgents on this roll call numbering 
thirty-eight. 

The vote shows a tremendous increase ia 
the numerical strength of the insurgents 
since the beginning of the session, many 
Republicans who were known to be wavering 
in their allegiance to the Danville politician 
coming out in open opposition to him for the 
first time.

Not since the days of Speaker Henderson 
ten years ago has the house overruled the 
presiding officer on a point of order. So tre- 
mendous is the significance of the Incident 
that direful forebodings of the ultimate re- 
sult are entertained by Republican leaders. 
The insurgents are filled with the courage 
of victory and declare that the Cannon or- 
ganization is on the run. 


One of Allies Foresees Defeat. 


One of Speaker Cannon’s right hand men 
made this startling statement tonight: 

J have been in the house twenty years, 
and I have seen a number of speakers over- 
ruled. I have noticed that a speaker is over- 
ruled only when a party is losing control 
when its lines are being weakened and show 
signs of breaking up. Unless this incident ig 
an exception to the rule, it is prophetic.” 

The Cannon men admit freely enough that 


only one who professed in public to gather 
any grains of comfort from the experience. 
When he saw he was beaten he said that if 
he wanted to take a narrow view of the af- 
fair he would welcome the defeat as setting 
at rest the question of whether the speaker

Secured the Man's Release from Prison 


and Gave Him Work. 


When John Tucker, convieted train robber, 
left his prison garb behind him after serv- 
ing a ten year sentence in Michigan City 
penitentiary, Indiana, he found that the 
world was against him. He had about de- 
cided that there was no chance for an ex- 
convict to lead an honest life, when John G. 
Mott of Chicago and Highland Park, who 
then was living in Michigan City, gave him 


employment and assisted him in other ways. | 


That was thirty-eight years ago. Two 
weeks ago Tucker died in Michigan City, 
leaving about $10,000 in property. 

Tucker's will was probated in the Superior 
court in Laporte, Ind., yesterday. In it he 
leaves his entire estate to Miss Genevieve 


Mott, the daughter of his benefactor.” 


Convicted as Train Robber, 

It was in 1862, during the civil war, that 
Tucker, ae @ federal prisoner, was sentenced 
to a long term of service in the Michigan City 
penitentiary on conviction of robbing a mail 
train. Efforts which finally were successful 
were made by friends looking toward Tuck- 

er’s release, which occurred in 1872, bis con- 
duet in prison having been exemplary. — 

Tucker went to work with a will, first as 

coachman for Mr, Winterbotham and later 
in the same capacity for Mr. Mott. When 
Genevieve was born Tucker became strongly 
attached to her and looked after her welfare 
until the family moved to Chicago seven 
years ago. Since that time he has lived alone 
in à cottage in Michigan City. The money 
which he willed to her he saved dollar by 
zollar from his earnings. He spent little or 
no money and was never married. 
He was 77 years old when he died and 
members of Miss Mott's family were at his 
bedside at the last. He had no living rela- 
tives. 


He Was as One of Family. 


Miss Mott said in the evening that she had 
heard several days ago that she wes the 
sole beneficiary of Tucker's will 

“ Mr. Tucker had no relatives and I sup- 
pose he had no one else he could leave his 
property to,” said she. I don’t believe that 
he had as much as the report from Indiana 
stated, probably not more than 000. 1 
know he had about that amount in cash in 
the ‘bank. 

“For a great many years he worked for 
my father, and before that for my grand- 
father as a coachmen. He was as one of

the original supply of coal had been exhaust- 
ed, leaving as the apparent supply still avail- 
able 09.6 per cent of the original supply, or 
coal enough to last, as some experts assert, 
for a period of 7,000 years. N 


Calls Public Notion “Exaggerated.” 


„After long indifference on the part of the 
people as to the publi domain, a deep con- 
cern suddenly has arisen respecting the rem- 
nant ot the national estate, with a wholly 
e erated notion of what should be done 
with-it by the government. There is much 
talk about the conservation of our natural 
resources, and nebulous theories that sound 
good to the ear but are impossible of prac- 
tical application to existing conditions, are 
advanced. Between the hysteria thgt exists 
on the one side, and the tendency to de- 
spoil the public domain on the other, we will, 
it is hoped, be able to find the true policy 
of the government. 

„But we must not forget that we are not 
through with the policy of development, of 
building up new communities and -settle- 
ments, even in faroff Alaska. We have 
not reached that period where we can say 
the remainder of dur public lands shall be 
auctioned off to the highest bidder to increase | 
the revenues of the national treasury. They 
still must be used as inducements to increase 
thrifty settlements 9 provide new homes 
to landless settlers and to promote com- 
merce and industrial pursuits. in the most 
remote regions of the west.” 


Calls Investigation “Conspiracy.” 


Secretary Ballinger, before his speech, dis- 
cussed informally the investigation now in 
progress at Washington as a result of the 
„ Ballinger-Pinchot controversy,” 

“That whole affair is a gigantic conspir- 
acy,’’ he said. “So far as it has developed 
nothing has been brought to light but sus- 
picions, inuendoes, and intimations. 

“The Republican party can afford to be 
bold. There is a movement on now among 
certain men to strike a blow at President 
Taft, but it will dwindle into insignificance 
as the congressional campaign approaches. 

Since I have been the secretary of the 
interior I have done my duty according to 
the oath of my office. I have not intended 
to get in any controversy with former Secre- 
tary Garfield, but there were policies in his 
administration of the interior department 
with which I do not agree, and in order that 
there shall be a full and free development 
of the vast resources of the west I have acted 
as I have done. 

“The so-called insurgent movement of the 
west is something like a fantasy one sees on 
a plain—a sort of mirage. When yoy are 
riding on the plains a cow on the horizon 
looks forty feet high, but when you come 
to it it is only an ordinary cow. The insur- 
gent movement has been greatly magnified.”’

Michael Brennan, conductor on an Ogden 
avenue and Wells street through route 
car, was shot and probably fatally wounded 
early this morning while standing on the rear 
platformeas the car was passing the Clinton 
street crossing in West Madison street.

The chauffeur, thinking that his passenger 
was only slightly hurt, turned in the diréc- 
tion of police headquarters. He was accom- 
panied to the county hospital by Sergeant 
Malone, who ordered him to put on all possi- 
ble speed.

Carter was shot in the left temple and it is 
‘ that he cannot recover. His assailant 
told the police that he is a sailor and had been 
employed on the lakes for several seasons.

Pedestrians who saw Carter as he reeled 
down the streets told the police that he 
shouted that he would kill Brennan, unless 
he “took his car off the roadway.” There

But if he 91 told, 
Tou hall not drink at all,“ he ll tell 
you “I will drink as much as I please. Not 
only will he rebel against your tyranny, but 
to show his contempt: for your authority will 
drink twice as much as he otherwise would. 
The harder a thing is to get, the more peo- 
ple want it. This ts Hterally true of the 
social evil, and it is equally true of other 
things. 

The property owners and the people gen- 
erally must realize the danger of.arbitrary 
confiscation. There is not an advocate of 
the anti-saloon or prohibition movement in 
the country but knows that it is wrong to 
destroy another’s property without indem- 
nity. When the state destroys infected stock 
the farmer is paid for his loss. This is only 
just. We ask the same for the distiller and 
the brewer. If you are going to confiscate 
or destroy their property, or impair their 
investments, it is only right that you should 
pay for the damage done them. 


Voice of Equity. 


This is the voice of equity. They are not 
in the business as criminals, but in response 
to a legitimate demand. If this demand did 
not exist the saloon would not exist. 

The property of the liquor dealer has been 
taxed for the support of the community. The 
business is recognized by the government. 
It gives millions of dollars to Uncle Sam each 

year. Every taxpayer is a beneficiary, 

The Anti-Saloon league proposes the de- 
struction of this industry without compensa- 
tion to any one. 

Is this equity? Can it be right? Is it in 
accord with the golden rule? 

Besides, they cannot show that with their 
method of confiscation they promote in any 
particular the cause of temperance. The 
blind pig, the bootlegger, and mail order 
house supply the demand they seek to take 
from the legitimate saloon. Drunkenness 
exists in all their prohibition territory, even 
to a greater extent than in the Mcensed dis- 
tricts. It is absurd to stand for such a propo- 


sition.

CHEERED BY NATIVE STUDENTS.

KHARTUM, March 16. — After paying a 
second visit to Omdurman, attending the 
Khartum Gymkana, Col Roosevelt, accom- 
panied by Slatin Pasha, today proceeded to 
the American mission and addressed the stu- 
dents, numbering more than 200, and several 
hundred old Syrian Protestant collegtans. 
The former wore tarbooshes, red silk caps 
with tassels, while many of the latter were 
picturesquely attired. 

The ex-president’s arrival was greeted 
with cheers. Dr. Giffen, head of the institu- 
tion, introduced Col. Roosevelt, whose speech 
was loudly applauded. . 

It gives me great and real pleasure to be 
: said Roosevelt. I doubt 
whether in any region of the earth it would 
de possible to see a more striking instance of 
genuine progress made in the substitution of 
civilization for savagery than has been re- 
corded here in the last twelve years. I feel 
that you.owe a peculiar duty to the govern- 
ment under which you live—a peculiar duty 
in the direction of doing your best to make 
the present conditions last. It is incumbent 
upon every decent citizen of the Sudan to 
uphold conditions as they now exist, and see 
that there is no relapse. . Your best efforts 
must be given in this as a matter of pride and 
not merely as an obligation,” 

He exhorted his hearers to become the best 
type of citizen, not Content to be merely 
good servants of the government. From 4@ 
religious standpoint they could do most for 
the creed by so behaving as to impress their 
neighbors that the Christian faith was sec- 
ond to none. 

Praise for the Missionaries. 

Col. Roosevelt spoke generally of the work 
of the American missions, especially the 
medical work, Which was the most valuable 
in the practical work of civilization. He 
thought highly of the American missionary, 
and more highly of the missionary’s wife who 
accompanied him.

Mr. Roosevelt complimented 
Commander Hutchinson upon the splendid 
appearance of his men.

Toasts were drunk to the king and the khe- 
dive, the band accompanying them with the 
national anthems. When Col. Roosevelt 
arose to speak he was greeted with tremen- 
dous enthtsiasm. He eulogized the wonder- 
ful work of the British in civilizing the Sudan. 
He likened the work to that of the Panama 
canal, which is being accomplished despite 
all criticism. 

Col. Roosevelt paid a high tribute to all the 
officials in East Africa, Uganda, and the 
Sudan who have aided so materially in the 
marvelous development of these territories. 

Applause greeted the speaker at the close, 
for Col. Roosevelt's decisive manner of enun- 
ciation and the rapidity with which he spoke 
had held all listenérs spellbound. The pipers 
of the King’s Own then played several 
marches. winding in and out around the 
tables. This lively diversion was followed 
by a Highland sword dance, and a toast to 
the health of Col. Roosevelt was given in 
Gaelic. : 

Later a prominent official presented the 
Britishers, Sudanese, Egyptians, and Syridns 
to the ex- president, who made characteristic 
remarks to each. He showed particular in- 
terest in the medals worn by the Fgyptlan 
officers. 

Everybody who listened to Col. Roosevelt's 
remarks, both at the dinner tonight and at 
the meeting at the American mission in the

Unless Davila Can Force Ad- 
journment of Congress 
They Are Doomed. 


NEW MINISTER INSULTED. 


Commandante Wires That He 
Would Not Receive Amer 
jean Dog.“ 


TEGUCIGALPA, Spanish Honduras, 
March 8, via New Orleans, La., March 16.— 
[Special. I— The legislative situation shows 
little change and the deadiock between the 
president and congress continues, The pres- 
ident has tried in vain to make congress ad- 
journ, even declaring there was no money 
with which to pay per diem, but in the face of 
that congress voted to remain in session forty 
days beyond March 2. : 

There are a number of American conces- 
sions to be considered by congress, but owing 
to the anti-American feeling they are 
doomed, unless Davila can bring about an 
adjournment. American petitions receive 
the president's sanction, but his ministers 
enter all sorts of objections. 


Withholds Morgan Bond Proposal. 

For that reason President Davila has not 
presented the Morgan railroad bond proposi- 
tion to congress, and it is understood that 
he intends to withhold it until after con- 


| gress adjourns and then validate it by de- 
, cree and depend on his influence with the 


next congress to ratify it. 

The new American minister, Mr. McCleary, 
arrived yesterday and was joytully welcomed 
by the twenty Americans here, who hope 
that he soon will get a grasp on the situa- 
tion and enforce the proper respect for the 
United States and its citizens. 

He was the victim of native hatred on 
his arrival at Amapala. President Davila, 
learning of his expected arrival, wired the 
commandant at Amapala to receive the mm- 
ister with ail honors due his rank. 


Commandante Sends Insulting Reply. 

Thecommandante replied that he wouid not 
receive any of Taft's “ American dogs with 
any honors, and Davila was powerless to 
enforce obedience. 

In desperation, he wired to some personal 
friends at Amapala and they extended offi- 
cial greetings for President Davila on Mr. 
McCleary’s arrival. The commandante at 
Amapala boasts that he has named his dog 
Taft, just to show his contempt for Ameri- 
cans. 


U. S. OFFICER IS A SUICIDE. 


Coroner at Manila Finds Lieut. Janney 
Killed Self, but Case Is Re- 
opened. 


MANILA, March 16.—The findings of the 
coroner and the military board agree that 
Lieut. Clarence M. Janney of the Twelfth 
infantry committed suicide. Maj. Gen. Will- 
lam H. Carter, commanding the department 
of Luzon, however, has returned the report 
to the board of officers with the request that 
they obtain additional testimony covering 
certain features of the case. ä 

The testimony showed that Lieut. Janney 
and his wife quarreled at the dinner given at 
Lieut. Col. Robert F. Ames house. Their 
differences were partly adjusted and Janney 
departed. Mrs. Janney and Col. Ames testi- 
fied that when he returned he placed his re- 
volver to his head and fired. 

It is expected that the army board will hold 
that Janney died outside the line of duty 
and will withhold the payment of the cus 
tomaty six months’ pay to the widow.

Independent Analysis Shows Use of 
Ingredient Unknown in Day 
of That Sculptor.

BERLIN, March 16.—The theory of Dr. 
Bode that the wax bust he puSchased some 
time ago in England was the work of Leo- 
nardo da Vinci today received a death blow.

TOM BROWNE, ARTIST, | 


British Painter and Author 
Passes Away in London. 


ON “THE TRIBUNE” IN 1908. 


Cartoonist Shared Popular Favor in 
England with Phil May. 


LONDON, March 16.—Tom Browne, paint- 
er and black and white artist, died today. 
He was born at Nottingham in 1872. As a 
cartoonist he shared popular favor with the 
late Phil May. He had delightful humor, re- 
markable insight into character, and great 
téchnicaFability both in black and white and 
in oils. ms 

He left schoo! when 11 years old, and served 
an apprenticeship in the lithegraphing trade 
till he came of age: He came to London in 
1895, and first exhibited at the Ropal acad- 
emy two years later. A number of sketch 
books and comic annuals published by him 
attained great popularity. 


Wrote and Illustrated Stories. 

Mr. Browne wrote a number of humorous 
articles for magazines, illustrating them him- 
self. One of the best was the story of how a 
cartoon is made. He contributed sketches to 
many English magazines and wrote for the 
Strand on various occasions, 

He began black and white work at 16 but 
did not attract much attentioh until 1897, 
two years after his arrival in London, when 
he exhibited some of his work at the Royal 
academy. His publications include “Tom 
Browne's Comic Annual,“ Tom Browne's 
Cycle Sketch Book,” The Khaki Alphabet 
Book,” and Night Side of London.” 


WORKED FOR “TRIBUNE” IN 1906. 

Mr. Browne was well known in Chicago. 
In the summer of 1906 he took the place of 
John T. McCutcheon as cartoonist for Tun 
CHICAGO TRIBUNE. While working for Tun 
TRIBUNE Mr. Browne lived at the Moraine 
hotel, in Highland Park, where he was a lead- 
ing spirit in the amusements of the summer 
colony. 


HALF OF BANKRUPTCY CASES 
HINT OF FRAUD, SAYS EXPERT. 


D. L. Sawyer Urges Credit Men’s As- 
sociation to Raise Fund of $1,000,- 
000 to Prosecute Offenders. 


Asserting that 50 per cent of the cases of 
bankruptcy in the United States have in 
them at least a suspicion of fraud, D. L. 
Sawyer of St. Paul, in an address to the 
Chicago Credit Men’s association at the Mid- 
Day chub last night, advocated the establish- 
ment of a national fund to prosecute “‘profee- 
sional débtors and bankrupts.”’ 

Mr. Sawyer is a member of the national 
committee of the National Association of 
Credit Men appointed to formulate plans 
for the investigation of suspicious bank- 
ruptey cases with the object of prosecution. 

“Tt ig safe to say that approximately 50 
per cent of the bankruptcy cases in this coun- 
try have in them at least a suspicion of 
fraud,”’ said Mr. Sawyer. * 

There are professional debtors and bank 
rupts who, with the collusion of dishonest 
lawyers, prey upon jobbers, manufacturers, 
and merchants who extend credit to their 
customers. : 

What is needed is a national fund of at 
least $1,000,000 to be used by the credit men’s 
associationg in the tnvestigation of such 


“The plan I have is this: Let every con- 
cern represented in the national body be as- 
sessed $10 a year for a period of ten years. 
We pay out hundreds of dollars each year 
for insurance and this form of insurance is 
one we haven't got. 


„ Each bankruptcy case having in it a 


suspicion of fraud can be investigated by 
the nearest local organization, thus remov- 
ing the burden from the suffering creditors, 
who, in most cases, are unwilling to prose- 
cute if they can reach a satisfactory finan- 
cial settlement.“ 


AVIATOR GETS $24,000 MONTH. 


Terms of Paulhan’s Contract Made Pub- 
lic at Injunction Hearing at 
New York. 


New York, March 16.—Arguments on the 
application of Edwin Cleary, manager of 
Louis Paulhan, the French aviator, for a per- 
manent injunction restraining Paulhan from 
taking his four aeroplanes out of the country 
were heard today before Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Newburger. 

Frederick H. Van Zandt, Mr. Cleary's attor- 


ney, said by the terms of Cleary’s contract i 


with Paulhan the aviator was to receive a 
salary of $24,000 a month for giving aero- 
plane exhibitions in this country.

ENTERED U. S. AS A WIFE. 


American Born Celestial Said to 
Have Brought Her to 
This Country. 


Chan Shee, a 17 year old Chinese girl, was 
taken yesterday from a room at 322 South 


Clark street by immigration inspectors, who.

Came as a Chinaman’s Wife. 

The authorities say Jin Wy Shuck brought 
the girl to the United States as Ris wife, be- 
ing able to pass the immigration authorities 
because of his being a native of the United 
States.

VITAL TO CITY’S HEALTH. 


‘Trustees Ask the Co-operation of 
State, City, and County ‘ 
Officials. 


Final appeal to Secretary of War Dickinson 
by the sanitary: trustees for permission to re- 
verse the flow of the Calumet river in order 
to prevent sewage from being emptied into 
Lake Michigan was made in a resolution 
adopted at an executive session of the trus- 


tees yesterday afternoon. 
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The governor, the United States senators 
and congressmen from. Illinois, Cook county 
officials. and the mayor of Chicago were 
requested to use their influence to obtain 
favorable action on the request. 


Resolution in Part. 

The resolution in part was as follows: 

„ Whereas, The sanitary district of Chi- 
cago applied to the secretary of war fora 
permit to reverse the flow of the Calumet 
river according to plans which provided for 
the diversion from Lake Michigan of 14,000 
Cubic feet of water per second, which appli- 
cation was on March 14, 1907, denied by the 
secretary of war: and, 

“ Whereas, The sanitary district of Chi- 
cago, for the purpose of meeting the objec- 
tions urged by the war department, has made 
further investigation of the problem of dis- 
posing of the sewage of the Calumet district, 
including the southern part of the city of 
Chicago, and as a result of such investiga- 
tion the engineers engaged therein deem it 
necessary to reverse the flow of said Calumet 
river to prevent the pollution of Lake Michi-

versal of flow by diverting from Lake Michi- 
gan not more then 19:000 cubic feet per sec-

“ Whereas, It is of vital importance to the 
health of the people of Chicago that this work 
be carried on without further delay; and, 

-* Whereas, It has heretofore been held by 
the judge advocate genera! of the war depart-

Lehigh Valley and Reading Vio- 
lated Elkins Law Is Charge. 


STEEL CONCERN: IN THE CASE 


Favored Bethlehem Company.

eral grand jury against the Lehigh Valley 
and Philadelphia and Reading railroads 
charging that they showed favoritism to the 
Bethlehem Steel company in violation of the 
Elkins act by giving concessions in transpor- 
tation and failing to observe the published 
tariffs in interstate commerce. It is likely 
that the trial will be held at the next session 
of the United States District court this sum- 
mer. . 

At the sessions of the grand jury on Mon- 
day and Tuesday Charles M. Schwab, presi- 
dent of the Bethlehem Steel company, and a 
number of officials of both railroads were wit- 
nesses. They had been subpoenaed to explain 
charges made by the government's attorneys. 

The government charges that the raijroads 
canceled demurrage charges against the stee! 
company while exacting them of other ship- 
pers, thus discriminating in the steel com- 
pany’s favor. The Elkins act requires that 
uniform rates shall be given to all shippers 
thus doing away with the rebate evil. : 


Say Tariffs Were Changed. 

It also is charged that the tariffs have been 
changed to favor the steel company. Another 
charge is that'the railroads have refused to 
give cars to the competitors of the steel com- 
pany but have given plenty of cars to the 
Bethlehem works. The government contends 
that the stee] company held cars in its yards 
for many days more than the legal time 
while no charge was made for them. During 
this time other shippers were forced to wait 
for cars. 

When the case comes to a trial it is expected 
that a hundred lawyers will be present. It 
has not been decided which government at- 
torney will conduct the case. The proceed- 
ings before the federal grand jury were con- 
ducted by United States District Attorney 
J. Whittaker Thompson. 


Fine the Only Penalty 

In case of a conviction the only penalty 
that could be imposed would be a fine, as the 
Elkins act provides for no prison sentences. 
The officials of the railroads cannot be prose- 
cuted under the act as individuals. Big 
fines could be imposed, as each separate case 
of discrimination would warrant a separate 
fine. 

Charles. Heebner, general counsel for the 
Reading railway. declared that he had not 
been served with notice of the indictment 
and did not know the exact charges. 

This suit has grown out of an arrange- 
ment between the two railroads and the 
Bethlehem Steel company, he said. 

Some time ago thewg@teel company felt 
that it was not getting the right treatment 
from the railroad and its officials made an 
arrangements: with the railroads whereby 
the carriage of its freight might be simplified 
and placed on a business basis.”’ 


L. and N. Fined for Rebating. 
Louisville, Ky., March 16.—In the federal 
court today the Louisville and Nashville rail- 
road pleaded guilty on ten counts in eight 
indictments charging rebating, and Judgo 
Evans imposed a fine of $1,000 for each count, 
a total of $10,000. 


PENNSYLVANIA LABOR CHIEF 
ASKS VOTE ON STATE STRIKE. 


Organizers Meet Committee and Discuss 
Plans for Proposed Walkout—Many 
Cars Running in Philadelphia. 


Philadelphia. Pa., March 16.—A statement 
issued by the committee of ten tonight con- 
sists of a proclamation modeled after the 
declaration of independence. in which the 
labor representatives proclaim their intention 
of maintaining their fight on behalf of the 
striking car men. 

Carrying out the action taken by the State 
Federation of Labor at its convention at New 
Castle last week; State President E. E. Green- 
awalt has sent out a call for a vote on a 
state strike. a 

As president of the state federation (ireen- 
awalt is empowered to call a generai strike 
in Pennsylvania if he deems the move nec- 
essary. 

Greenawalt and a number of organizers 
from various sections of’ the state, were in 
consultation with the local strike conimittee 
tonight. Plans for the proposed statewide 


strike were discussed. 


The Philadelphia Rapid Transit company 
reported 1.225 cars in operation today, the 
highest number since the beginning of the 
strike. This had been announced as the last 
cay on which the strikers would be taken 
back, but the labor leaders say the ranks of 
the strikers are unbroken. 

Three year old Eugene Platt was run over 
and killed tonight by a trolley car in front of 
his home: ¢ The motorman wes roughly han- 
dled by a crowd that collected, but was res- 
cued by the police. This was the only dis- 
order reported today.

Mrs. Wells, by her own account, has had 
no relations with her husband since he 
shipped in the navy except on one occasion, 
when President Roosevelt signed a permit 
authorizing her to interview him in “the 
brig " at the Norfolk navy yard.

Peace or War Between Fire- 


men and Roads Depends 
Upon Conferences. 


* 


MAY COMMENCE ‘TODAY. 


Men Have Small Hope; Sessions 
in Switchmen’s Mediation 
Movè Resumed. 


The question whether there will be peaceor 
war between the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Firemen and Enginemen and the forty-nine 
western railroads depends upon the outcome 
of federal mediation. Chairman Martin A 
Knapp of.the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, and Labor Commissioner Charles P. 
Neill left Washington yesterday for Chicago 
prepared to bring both sides in the contro- 
versy together for the purpose of averting 
a strike. 

The two rederal mediators are scheduled 


to arrive this morning, and it is likely that 


conferences will be started immediately fol- 
lowing their arrival. President W. S. Carter 
of the firemen’s brotherhood and his commit- 


tes of thirty-eight spent the day awaiting the 


coming of the officials. 

The situation is the same,” said President 
Carter. We are waiting for the arrival of 
the federal mediators. Our committee has 
small hope that any settlement will result 
from their efforts, but we are willing to wait 
and see. y 


Federal Board Resumes Sessions. 

The federal board of arbitration appointed 
under the Erdman law which is hearing the 
wage dispute of the members of the Switch- 
men’s Union of North America and eight 
railroads resumed its sessions during the day. 
The session was devoted entirely to testi- 
mony in behalf of the railroads’ side. 

Henry J. Purg, assistant auditor of the Chi- 
cago Terminal Transfer railroad, testified 
that the gross income of that road was not 
enough to pay the expenses of operation and 
taxes during the last three years. The deficit 
during 1908, he said, was $127,359. An in- 


crease in the wages of switchen Would mean 


a greater loss, he asserted. 

Attorney Danie! L. Cruice, representing the 
switehmen, wrung an admission from the 
witness. to the effect, that wherever the rail- 
roads felt the rates had been cut too low they 
had obtained injunctions agamst the enforce- 
ment of state commission rulings. 


State Board Decision Today. 

The state board of arbitration probably 
will announce a decision today or tomorrow 
in the case of the switchmen affiliated with 
the Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen, 
whose wage dispute involves thirteen lines 
entering Chicago. In the case before the 
state Board the demand is for an increase 
of 5 cents an hour over the present rates 
and time and a half for overtime. 

William J. McSorley, international presi- 
dent of the Lathers’ union, is in Chicago 
conferring with lathing and plastering con- 
tractors and striking lathers in effort to 
settle the latter’s strike which. was called 
on March 1. The strikers demand a raise 
from $5.2C to $.50 a day. 


EASTBRN ROADS AND MEN AGREE. 
New York, March 16.—The New York Cen- 
tral and Hudson River railroad and its con- 
trolled lines, including the Lake Shore and 
Michigan Southern, Michigan Central, Bos- 
ton and Albany, and Big Four, reached a 
tacit understanding this evening. after an all 
day conference with the Brotherhood of Rai 
way Trainmen and the Order of Railway 
Telegraphers, that there would be no strike 
because of the lack of concessions. 

The result of the conferénce, it was said. 
would mean a minimum ingrease of 3 per 
cent to the highest, paid trainmen and con- 
ductors, and a maximum of 16 per cent to 
the lowest paid. Also many changes are to 
be made in the working schedule. 


COAL STRIKE NEAR FOR 400,000 


Miners Cannot Wring Wage Con- 
cession from Operators.

MAY WALK OUT ON APRIL 1. 


Special Convention at Cincinnati Will 
Hear Report Today. 


Cincinnati, O., March 16.--[Special.]—De- 
velopments tonight in the situation existing 
between. the operators and the United Mine- 
workers of America indicate that the strike 
of 400,000 coal miners in Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
Indiana, and Illinois is almost a certainty. 

It is reported that the joint subcommitee 
on wage scales, which has been working for 
several days in an effort to reach some agree- 
ment, will report to the union’s committee on 
wage scales tomorrow morning that it has 
been unable to get together on the miners’ 
demands for increased wages. 

The special cenvention of the union has 
been in session three days waiting for this 
joint subcommittee to report, and it is freely 
prophesied by the 1,500 delegates in attend- 
ance that if the operators refuse to grant in- 
creased wages and Saturday half holidays 
nothing will keep the miners in the four 
states named above from going on strike 
April 1. 


Member of Conference Sees Strike. 

Charles E. Maurer of Cleveland, who has 
been a leader in the conferences,*said this 
evening for publication that he does not 
think the wage question can be settled and 
honestly looks for the miners to leave their 
work March 31. Mr. Maurer states that he 
sees nothing but a strike in the future, that 
the operators cannot give more money to their 
men, and that the men are so earnest in their 
desires that he gannot see any way out of 
the question at this time except a strike. 

Many of the miners’ delegates say the time 
has come to decide whether ar not they shall 
rule their own labors and get a yearly in- 
crease as is their custom. The operators, on 
the other hand, state that since they own 


their own mines they are the men to say 


what the workmen shall receive. Many of 
the owners say tonight.that if a strike is 
called they can stand that strain better than 
to pay what the workmen demand and go 
into the bankruptcy courts. 


Operators May Meet Soon. 

It is learned that a meeting of operators 
probably will be called within a few days, 
together with representative operators from 
West Virginia, so that in case a strike is 
called the Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, and Penn- 
sylvania owners will not really suffer 
through the activities of their West Virginia 
opponents. The operators have frequently 
said within the last few days that they are 
not afraid of the encroachments of the West 
Virginia mines and that they have now 
enough coal laid by to stem the demands 
upon them for severa] months. 

The miners. on the other hand, say a strike 
at this time will mean the ruin of many 
properties in this state and to this the op- 
erators have replied with statement that if 
this is true then the men in the Ohio mines 
should stick to their jobs and be sure of them.

A representative of the tfeasurer’s office 
could be attached to this bureau if the treas- 
urer desired it, and also a representative of 
the board of local improvements if the board 
felt that it should be represented. 

The collecting now done by the collector 
could be handled by this accounting depart- 
ment, with a representative, if necessary, of 
the collector’s office to supervise this phase 
of the work, and taxpayers would soon find 
that there would be but one department in 
which all phases of special assessments 
could be handled.“

Teter Says Clearing House Guard 
Gives People Confidence. 


BLOW FOR POSTAL PLANS. 
House Committee Told Law Can Do No 
. Good to Finance. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D. C., March 16.—[Special.]— 
The examination of the Chicago banks by 
the clearing house received commendation 
today at the postal savings bank bill hear- 
ings. Lucius Teter, president of the Chicago 
Savings Bank and Trust company told the 


cial calm in Chicago during the panic of 1907. 
He ascribed this to the exera confidence 
which the people had in the banks becauss 
of the careful examination given each bank 
by the clearing house co ittee. 

Congressman Lloyd, chairman of the Dem- 
ocratic congressional committee, said the 
people of his state regarded the Chicago 
banks as unusually substantial because of 
that examination. He therefore demanded 
of Mr. Teter why all the banks of the country 
should not unite in a plan whereby they 
would guarantee one another. He said that 
in his Judgment this. would afford a way to 
avoid’ the postal savings bank and to, keep 
the entire matter out of politics. 


Shies at Guaranty Plan. 

Mr. Teter declined to subscribe to a plan ot 
a bank guaranty, and neither did he give 
Congressman Stafford of Wisconsin much 
comfort about money tied up in stockings. 
Stafford, who evidently was desirous of 
showing that the postal bank would fulfill 


Ja real need because it would command the 


confidence of the people; wanted to know to 
what extent the Chicago people, during the 
panic, withdrew money from the banks and 


put it into safe deposit boxes. Teter said he 


knew of no instance in which that had oc- 
curred, although he said that his own bank 
had safe deposit boxes. - 

He said that the effect of postal banks in 
France was to limit the number of banks to 
such an extent as to eripple business. There, 
he said, the merchants do the hoarding, be- 
cause of the lack of banking facilities. They 
hav keep the cash on hand with which to 
do business. 

As chairman of the postaYsavings com mit- 
tee Of the American Bankers’ association 
Teter urged that the remedy for banking evils 
Hes in improved banking laws, and in better 
examination by ealaried examiners, rather 
than in a one sided patchwork, as he.called 
the postal banks.

Commerce Commission May Get 
Control of Stocks and Bonds. 


WOULD CHANGE TAFT BILL. 


Senate Insurgents May Be Pleased by 
Proposed Alterations. 


{BY A STAFF CORREGPONDENT.] 

Washington, D. C., March 16.—[Special.]— 
Complete supervision of the issue of rail- 
road stocks and bonds will be conferred upon 
the interstate commerce commission, if the 
house ratiroad committee hasits way. Bear- 
ing the approval of a subcommittee, an elab- 
orate plan for the regulation of railroad is- 
sues will go*to the whole committee tomor- 
row. Inasmuch as Townsend of Michigan is 
a member of this subcommittee and is act- 
ing in cooperation with the administration, 
the proposal doubtless will be adopted by the 
full committee. . 8 

According to this plan, many details for 
regulating the issues of stocks and bonds 
will be dropped from the administration rail- 
road bill. Among them will be the require- 
ment that no railroad stock shall be sold at 
less tham par. Detailed directions for cap- 
italizing merged and reorganized.Jines also 
will be lost. Over all these details the In- 
terstate commerce commission will have 
complete control and wilh be given oppor- 
tunity to exercise large discretion. 


May Pacify Senate Insurgents. 
This change of method makes it possible 
to avoid many criticisms which have been 
leveled at the administration bill, especially 
on the part of the senate insurgents. The 
origina] provision for capitalizing merged 
and reorganized lines was criticised severely 
by the insurgents on the basis that it did not 
squeeze the water out of previous capitaliza- 
tion, According to the new plan the inter- 
state commerce commisison, with each spe- 
cific case before it, qgn tell whether the 
water ought to be squeezed out, as well as 
how and to what extent. 

The new plan also will avoid the argument 
that road building will be interfered with. 
It was declared that the sale of some stock 
at par was out of the question and conse- 
quently that the roads in such cases could 
not be built. By the new plan the ſuter- 
state commerce commission may permit the 
sale of stock at less than par, if the situa- 
tiom warrants. 


Shut Off Possible Juggling. 


The members of the subcommittee also are 
| said to have discovered positive danger in 
the former requirement that stock be sold at 
par, for the reason that it would afford no 
‘obstacle to the sale at par of stock worth 
much more. Consequently persons in the

To make a complete safeguard the new pro- 
vision says that all returns from stock and 
bond issues shall be applied only to legitimate 
railroad purposes.

BITTER FIGHT IS CERTAIN 


Cummins Resents an Attempt to 
Free Roads from Anti: 
Trust Law. 


[BY A STAFF CORREGPONDENT.] 
Washington, D. G., March 16.—[Special 1 
The lines have been clearly drawn in the fight 
over the administration railroad bill, which 
entered its second day in the senate this 
afternoon. On the one hand are the western 


changes in the bill, and who point out what 
they consider the weaknesses and dangerous 
provisions of the measure. Opposed to them 
the senate leaders, headed by Senators Al- 
drich and Elkins, have defined the issue: 

“The man who fights any feature of the 
railroad bill fights the president of the United 
States.” 7 

The bitterness that attended the fight in 
the senate this afternoon indicates that the 
hope of harmony upon the administration 
measure is remote. Charges were hurled 
across the senate floor this afternoon that 
the senate leaders are trying to hide be- 
hind the president” in an effort to repeal 
the Sherman anti-trust law so far as it 
applies to the traffic agreements made by 
railroads. 


Demand Approval by Commission. 

The senator must not try to hide behind 
the president on this matter, exclaimed 
Senator Nelson, his voice trembling with 
rage. That is small business. He cannot 
stand here and say this bill is right and 
must be passed because it comes from the 
president. It is the merits of the measure 
that we must consider.” 

The section toward which Senator Cum- 
mins and the other western senators direc- 
ted their fire was that which permits the 
railroads to make traffic agreements and 
file them with the interstate commerce com- 
mission. It does not require that such agree- 
ments be first approved by the interstate 
commerce cOmmission.. The effect of it, 
in the opinion of the critics of the bil, is to 
take the traffic agreement completely out 
from under the Sherman anti-trust law and 
nullify that law so far as it applies to this 
feature. 

Senator Aldrich asserted he did not be- 
lieve this frould be the effect of the bill,

Cummins Refuses Any Support. 

The western Republican members were 
stirred to anger by this evidence of speedy 
retreat of the regular forces to the shelter of 
the presidential wing whenever hard pressed 
on the bill.

Regulars Frameup Revenge.“ 

The clash between the Republican factions 
followed hard op the rout of thé Cannonites 
effected last night, when the insurgents and 
Democrats cut off the appropriation for the 
maintenance of the speaker's government 
automobile. 

According to the insurgents, the regulars 
came into the house today feverishly eager 
to even up-scores and with a neat plan all 
concocted for spanking their enemies. This 
scheme, it is asserted, was to punch holes in 
the calendar Wednesday rule, which is dear 
to the hearts of the insurgents but a red rag 
to the Cannon crowd.

The Republican 
whip, Mr. Dwight, observing the empty seats 
of the Republican members, raised a point 
of mo quorum, and without the usual formal- 
ity of ascertaining the fact Speaker Cannon 
ordered the doors closed and the absentees 
summoned. When the Republicans had their 
full strength on hand Representative Crum- 
packer of Indiana, chairman of the census 
committee, attempted to call up the Sabath 
bill providing for the enumeration of persons 
of foreign descent accor ging to their race and 
mother tongue. 


Speaker Cites Many Precedents, 

, Representative Fitzgerald objected that it 
was calendar Wednesday, that this bill was 
es on the calendar, and that it could not be 
considered unless with the consent of two- 
thirds of the house.

Although Julius Cesar’s project of establisn- 
ing many public libraries was frustrated by his 
death, it was carried out by Asinius Pollio. 
Augustus established some also and these gave 
great impetus in the strife for culture. Bad 
handwriting, the lack of punctuation, abbrevis4- 
tions, and incorrect texts, however, kept read- 
ing from becoming anyihing like as general vs 
it was in later ages. Then, too, the viva voce 
style of authors’ reading stfll retained its pop- 
ularity. In poetry public readings were almost 
necessary. The custom was to sing or read it 
with musical accompaniment, and the public 
did not care for its poetry in books. 

Pliny, who was an enthusiastic attendant on 
poets’ readings, is greatly put out with the men 
of the day, who, while a poet is spouting his 


verse, walk about, he says, in the anteroom, 


converse, sleep, or yawn. Pliny had no patience 
with these, coarse degenerates. He encourage 4 
genius whenever he thought he found it, and 
frequently pleased young poets by sending th-m 
flowerg and kind notes. The theaters were 
used every day for this purpose. Rome offered 
prises, and poets came eagerly from Greece, 
from Alexandria, Carthage, ahd Spain to com- 
pete. There was a claque even then, however. 
and hired applauders helped to “put over 
their employers’ limping verse. 
laudiceni, did this work in return for a dinner. 
But, as ever, the poet then had to take hus 
remuneration in fame. Even when he hired tne 
claque and then did not get the prize, his bosk 
of verse, if it were published, brought him no 
return. The publishers paid no royalties, and 
a poet thought himself lucky if a popular book- 
seller issued a pirated edition of his poems. 
Juvenal gives a humorously pathetic pictu.e 
of the Roman poet’s life, as miserable as any 
ever endured in Grub street.

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| Returning Emigrants 
Sing Praise of America.

ARNA, Bulgaria, Dec. 23.—Before leaving 
for Varna today I saw more of Rust- 
chuk and got some more information on 


the question of emigration. The same 
train which carried me the 204 miles 


‘| from Rustchuk to Varna had among its pas- 


-#} sengers a number of Bulgarians just returning 
trom the United States. ; 
_# Rustchuk, with sunshine, is an improve- 
ment over Rustchuk in the fog. Even thus it 
ie a mean city, with few bright spots worthy 
ot mention. The greatest and brightest I already 
have spoken of, the fine new boys’ high school. 
Apart from this and one or two public build- 
ings there is nothing of architectural merit in 
the city. Its old buildings of the Turkish ré- 
4 gime are plain or squalid. Hundreds of houses 
remain, built from thirty to one hundred years 
ago, with sun dried brick walls coated with a 
i} wash ‘of red, with tiled roofs, 

The city possesses little animation. Its color,

that he is to gain. One of the most interesting 
gambling devices I have ever seen I found on 
the street in Rustchuk. In the midst of a 
group of keen eyed schoolboys was a weazened 
Jew, with a large circular pan in front of him 


on a little table. This pan was divided into 


two sets of compartments; large outer ones, 
smaller inner ones. In the center of the pan 
was an iron pin. About this revolved a long 
iron needle. Each compartment is filled with 
preserved fruits or sweétmeats, the coarser 
ones on the outside, the miore delicious tid- 
bits in the inner circle. 

The boy pays 2 cents; the old man spins the 
needle. It stops over two compartments., The 
proprietor feeds the boy from the two com- 
partments under the needle, using an iron spoon 
shaped like an artist's spatula. There are no 
blanks here; consequently no risk. But the 
boys are willing to pay about ten times as 
much for the tiny bit of sweetmeats as they 
would in one of the shops for the pleasure of 
seeing the needle spin around and the excite- 
ment which comes from their not knowing 
what they are to draw.

American emigration from this region, ac- 


} they might have come direct from northern In- cording to the mayor of Rustchuk district, be- 


gan in 1904, with a total of seven. Apparently 
they wrote home favorable reports, for in the 
following year the number jumped to 154. In 
the next year it increased to 297, and in 1907 it 
rose to 2,748. It would have probably goné to 
5,000 had not the panic intervened and had not 
emigration been absolutely prohibited by law tn 
Bulgaria. This year there has been but one 
emigrant to America, who has complied with 
the #equirements of the new law. But of those 


grants from the few villages of Rustchuk dis- 
trict is to be explained not only by the suc- 
cess, Which seemed phenomenal, of those who 
went, but it is also due to steamship agents, 
who paint pictures of American advantages in 
lurid colors and are ready to advance money 
to prospective emigrants on approved security. 
Some ot these agents have made handsome 
sums of money out of thefr business. Of those 
who have gone, some had a little land, some no 
land at all; others were rich, for peasants. 
The population of Rustchuk district is 
dense. There is a surplus of laborers for the 
work to be done. This has compelled the peas- 
ants to look abroad for means of livelihood.

Many of those who have farms 
of sufficient size to support them, are in debt.

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Of the men on the train just returned from 
America the majority of them were bound for 
Rasgrad, an overgrown village of Rustschuk 
district. They were all dressed from head to 
foot in American clothes; many. of them car- 
ried American bags of the canvas telescope va- 
riety. One of the men with whom I talked had 
spent two years with a construction gang for a 
new railroad in Montana and Dakota. He spoke 
good English, and while apparently satisfied 
with the results of his labor in the west, was 
glad to get home. I asked him if he felt happy 
on getting home. 

“Sure, I got plenty of money; my father is 
rich; he got lots of land and a big mill and now 
I can see my children.” According to this in- 
formant there are thirty frem Rasgrad still in 
America. 


Hero of the Third Class Car. 


Another man, bound for a station beyond 
Rasgrad, had spent two years on the railroad 
near Niles City, Mich. He wore a soft blue 
shirt, a good suit of American clothes, with 
good shoes, and carried a big silver watch and 
chain. He had lost four of his upper teeth in 
America, but had a good coat of tan and a 
bright smile. He was easily the hero of the 
third class car. He admitted that he struck out 
for home just as soon as he had earned enough 
to pay his father’s debts, a mortgage on a little 
farm of twenty-five acres. He says “ America 
is all right but it is too far.“ I asked him if 
he thought he would like to go to America with 
his wife and three children and settle down for 
good. He said he would like that, but he could 
never get his wife to go. Which is not only an- 
other proof of the backward condition of Bul- 
garian women, but of the conservativeness of 
woman. If she were as ready to pull up the 
three stakes which hold up the cook pot as the 
man is to shoulder his bundle and strike out, 
the emigration problem which now confronts 
the United States is nothing to the one which 
would result if every immigrant brought his 
wife and children. Why does this man like 
America? Because there they pay from $1.50 
to $2 a day for ten hours’ labor when he is in 
luck to get 40 cents here for sixteen hours. 

One unfortunate from this village was re- 
fused admission at the port of Baltimore last 
year and returned penniless. Such a fallure is 
often a wet blanket to a community which 
needs American dollarg to pay off mortgages.

ONE MORE MAN ACCEPTED.

Watseka, III., March 16.—[Special.]—Rea- 
gons for the many questions concerning the 
lodge affiliations of prospective jurymen by 
lawyers in the Sayler murder case became 
known. today when a story was made public 
that a certain lodge took secret action with 
regard to two of the principals. Practically 
every man who was a member of a secret 


order was challenged. 

Because of this and admitted prejudices 
only one additional juror was finally accept- 
ed, making a total of three of the twelve 
jurymen required to hear the case. | 

According to the story told as a cause of 
the close questioning as to lodge member- 
ship, W. O. Sayler, brother of the slain 
banker, J. B. Sayler, was a member of the 
game lodge at Woodland, III., as Dr. William 
R» Miller, accused as principal on the murder 
charge. At a meeting of this it is said the 
question arose as to whether W. O. Sayler 
should appear in court to assist the prosecu- 
tion. The story was admitted by W. O. 
Sayler to be true. 

Lou see, I am assisting in the prosecu- 
tlon,“ was his answer when asked about the 
result of the controversy.: “It was all 
thrashed out and settled.“ 


May Exhaust Supply of Talesmen. 

Near the close of yesterday’s session, when 
nearly two days had been passed without 
the addition of a single juror to the panel, the 
attorneys began to take stock of the avail- 
able men in the county and to discuss the 
possible exhaustion of the supply. 

It was discovered that sixty-eight of the 
talesmen summoned thus far had been dis- 
missed for cause or otherwise. The defense 
had used nine out of a possible sixty per- 
emptory challenges and the state two.

Frequently Judge Dibell questioned the 
talesmen as to whether possible duties on 
their farms might not influence them, but 
this they denied. .

DENEEN AND THE A 
ISSUE. 

Without exaggeration it may be said 
that the most important question before 
the people of Illinois at the present time 
is that of regaining contro] of the legis- 
lative branch of the state government. 
The men elected to the general assembly 
are of such character and the methods by 
which laws are passed are of such a 
nature that representation of the people 
has become a joke and a byword. 

The legislature as it is now organized 
and as it has been organized is merely 
a bargain counter at which the individual 
mémbers seek to further their own for- 
tunes, financial and political, and the 
stench of the dealings between legislators 
and corporations soon will fill the state if 
the cause of the putrefaction be not re- 
moved. 

Here is the most important body which 
the voters of Illinois elect and it is the 
one they know the least about, the one 
they care the least about, and the one 
which does with the greatest impunity the 
things which it cares to do. The irre- 
‘sponsibility with which the average mem- 
ber of the assembly undertakes his sworn 
duty is evidence of his own feeling of 
security, and he is not mistaken in rely- 
ing on popular ignorance and public in- 
difference. He may sell out his constitu- 
ents in a dozen brazen deals and they will 
be none the wiser. He is immune. He is 
answerable to no one except to his polit- 
ical overlord and the political and financial 
scruples of that overlord are no more 
acute than are those of the statesman. 

If the full and complete record of legis- 
lative misdoings could be obtained and 
could be published throughout the state, 
there would be a housecleaning which 
would leave a bare one-fourth of the pres- 
ent members of the assembly surviving 
and in their seats when the next roll was 
called in tue house and in the senate. The 
legislators may be callous, but their con- 
stituents are not. The latter are merely 
ignorant and careless. 

Gov. Deneen in part has raised the issue 
against the legislators. If he had the will 
and the power to fill the state with the 
strength*of his protest against them the 
slow political intelligence of the average 
careless voter might be aroused to accom- 
plish much. And yet Mr. Deneen a but 
little—merely that men elected on the 
ticket of a party should strive to carry out 
the principles which have been adopted 
by that party—a small thing, asking mere- 
ly for an ordinary human amount of con- 
sistency. 

It is a small thing, but the largest which 
has been asked of the legislature of IIli- 
nois and for that reason the most impor- 
tant. The political conventions of a party 
frequently are susceptible to the wishes of 
the voters, but the legislators representing 
the party never are. The gulf which di-

If we cannot have individual personal 
honesty in our legislature, let us at least 
have party responsibility, and the latter is 
all that Gov. Deneen asks. —

o much misapprehension prevails as to the ex- 


act nature of the honor the city of Londen is to 


bestow upon ex-President Theodore Roosevelt on 
the occasion of his visit to the British metropo- 
lis in the early summer, that it may be well 
to explain what it means. 

If he were a subject of King Edward the action 
of the lord mayor and aldermen in conferring upon 
him the freedom of the city would invest him with 
all sorts of ancient privileges and immunities, be- 
sides a number of perquisites. There is a considerable 
pecuniary value attached to a freemanship of the city 
of London: Lord Cromer, Lord Curzon, Lord Kitchener, 
Lord Roberts, all have received the freedom, while the 
only woman upon whom it ever was bestowed was the 
late Baroness Burdett-Coutts. 

Honorary freedom of the city of London, such as 
that in store for Col. Roosevelt, has been granted in 
comparatively few cases. The only instances I can 
recall are those of Garibaldi, Gen. Grant, George Pea- 
body, and Ferdinand de Lesseps, who received a copy of 
the resolution of the chamberlain’s court electing them, 
the resolution being contained in a gold casket. worth 
from $5,000 to $25,000. But, being aliens, they were 
debarred from any of the privileges, prerogatives, and 
pecuniary advantages of freemen. With regard to 
foreign sovereigns, a mere address of welcome is sub- 
stituted for the certificate of freedom of the city.

It would be interesting to learn who is thelself-styled 
Lady Grace Mackenzie, who, while in New York, en

The assailant of the former president, in describ- 
ing herself as Lady Grace Mackenzie, implies that 
she is the daughter of an English earl, marquis, or 
duke, since their daughters alone are warranted in 
using the prefix of lady to their Christian name and 
in conjunction with their surname. 

There are a dozen women entitled to the designa- 
tion of “Lady Mackenzie,” wives or widows of baronets 
and knights of the name of Mackenzie. But not one 
of them bears the Christian name of Grace, or answers 
in any way the description of the alleged owner of the 
five ranches in Crook county, Wyo. 

TY would not refer to this matter were it not for the 
publicity she lately has received, her allegations that 
Theodore Roosevelt had done far more harm to the 
sheep and cattle breeding industry than the meat trust 
and that he had by his policy forced many cattle owners 
into bankruptcy, having been telegraphed from New 
York to all points in the United States.

That Lord Sackville’s victory in the recent sensational 
peerage case has given great satisfaction, not only 
to his neighbors in Kent, but to all the people on and 
around his historic Knole house, estate, near Seven- 
oaks, is shown by the enthusiastic manner in which the 
county turned out to welcome him and his wife and 
daughter on their arrival at Knole after the conclusion 
of the trial. 

Lord Sackville, as soon as Lady Sackville’s brother, 
Henry, instituted legal proceedings to dispute his suc-~- 
cession to the peerage and estates, with unusual delica- 
cy closed up Knole and went elsewhere te live until the 
question of its ownership had been decided. 

That the claimant purposely delayed the settlement 
of the case by every means in his power is true; due 
to the fact that as long as the issue remained unde- 
cided he was able to retain a certain amount of social 
prestige and financial credit, both of which were bound 
to vanish the moment he was defeated.

When Lord and Lady Sackville reached Sevenoaks 
the other day the horses were unhitched from their car- 
riage, which was thereupon drawn by the people 
through densely crowded streets, adorned with triumphal 
arches, all the way to Knole house, where their neigh- 
bors had gathered to congratulate them on their return; 
while at night the countryside was lighted up by huge 
bonfires. 

While of course Lady Sackville must have been grat- 
ified by the warmth of her reception and pleased to 
be able to return thus to live at Knole house, where she 
nad made her home with her father from the time 
he was forced to leave Washington, her satisfaction 
must have been tempered by the remembrance that the 
victory she and her husband had won was over her own 


| brother, and that it had not been achieved before the 


latter, in his selfish and foolish efforts to secure the 
barony of Sackwille and the estate of Knole, had blaz- 
oned forth to the world the almost forgotten circum- 
stance that his mother never had been married to his 
father and that his sisters, Lady Sackville included, 
were, like himself, illegitimate.

I have so often described Knole in these letters that 
it may suffice to say that it was Queen Elizabeth's 
favorite, the earl of Leicester, and after that her cousin 
and lord treasurer, Sir Thomas Sackville, first.earl of 
Dorset, who made Knole park the beautiful place it is 
today. The building comprises seven distinct courts, 
near 400 rooms, and fifty-two staircases. 

Catalogues and inventories of Tudorand Stuart times 
show that while every generation has added something 
to the treasures of Knole, the arrangement of the furni- 
ture and of the paintings, comprising magnificent old 
masters, has remained unchanged throughout the centu- 
ries, while none of the heirlooms seem ever to haye been 
dissipated or alienated.

Accustomed as we are to considering most of the 
geographic mysteries of the world solved, the news that 
Dr. Jean Charcot, the eminent French scientist and ex- 
plorer, believes he has discovered a continent in the ant- 
arctic regions will doubtless be greeted r iene It 
is, nevertheless, extremely interesting. 

The Buenos Alres correspondent of the New York Her- 
“ald cables that the correspondent. of a Punta Arenas 
journal, who has interviewed Dr. Charcot, quotes him 
as saying that he discovered many portions of land 
which he believes to be parts of a continent. Unknown 
species cof animals and vegetation and specimens of 
seals of unknown varieties are said to have been brought 
back by Dr. Charcot. 

It is explained that Dr. Charcot went.to the antarctic 
region chiefly to study its geography, fossils, geology, 
and vegetable and marine life. His effort to reach the 
south pole was subordinate to other aims. He is a dis- 
tinguished scientist, and his expedition was sanctioned 
by the French and Brazilian governments. 

While little now is known of what Dr. Charcot has dis- 
covered and what his deductions are in detail, it is 
satisfying to know that he is not another Dr. Cook. Im- 
portance will attach to what he may give out for publi- 
cation concerning his explorations during his fourtean 
months of voyaging in the antarctic ice seas.

New Jersey Judge Rules That 


Accounts Must Be Shown. 


APPEAL MAY BE GRANTED. 


National Company Official, Indißted, 
Gives Himself Up. 


Trenton, N. J., March 16—[Special. }—Jus- 
tice Swayze today ordered the packing com- 
panies under indictment for alleged con- 
spiracy in restraint of trade to bring their 
books into New Jersey for examination by 
the Hudson county grand jury. 

Immediately following, counsel for the in-

Another Packer Gives Up. 

Lemuel B. Patterson, vice president of the 
National Packing company, appeared volun- 
tarily in the Court of Common Pleas in Jer- 
sey City today and entered a plea of not guilty 
to the indictment charging conspiracy and re- 
straint of trade. 

Prosecutor Garven of Hudson county se- 
cured the order from Judge Swayze. Samuel 
Untermeyer of New York and former State 
Senator Edwards of New Jersey appearéd 
for the companies and asked to have inserted 
in the order the fact that the companies 
already were under indictment in Hudson 
county, and that their charters authorized 
them to keep all their books except stock and 
transfer books outside of New Jersey. 


Asks Hearing on Extradition. 
Untermeyer, counsel for the packing com- 
panies, called on Gov. Fort this afternoon 
and requested that he grant a hearing before 
ing any extraditions for the indicted di- 
rectors of the packing companies. Prose- 
cutor Garven had filed with the governor 
application for extraditions in the case of all 
the indicted men. 
Gov. Fort assured Mr. Untermeyer that no 
extradition papers would be granted until 
he has had a chance to be heard.

for 1908 shows the largest surplus and work- 
ing capital in the history of the company. 
The surplus is $151,354,528, after deductions 
of dividends of $25,219,677 on preferred stock 
and $20,332,100 on common, and after tha 
payment of 3 247,880 to the sinking fund 
and an appropriation of $18,200,000 for better- 
ments, new construction, reserve, and min- 
ing royalties. 

The working capital at the end of the year 
was . $229,873,000, compared with a previous 
high record of $133,415,000, in 1908. The to- 
tal amount of bonds issued in 1000 was 820, 
875,000. The bonds retired during the year 
left a net increase in the bonded and deben- 
ture debt for the twelve months of $12,718,639. 


Gary’s Statement Shows Record. 

Chairman E. H. Gary in his statement to 
the shareholders says: 

The substantial revival in business activ- 
ity which became evident in the spring of 1900 
continued with increasing volume throughout 
the year. Accordingly the output and earn- 
ings of the subsidiary companies show mate- 
rial increases over the results for the preced- 
ing year. 

The total production of finished products 
for sale in 1900 equaled about 75 per cent of 
the normal maximum productive capacity of 
the properties. The prices received in 1909 
were less than those of the preceding year. 
On domestic business the average prices re- 
ceived last year on all rolled and other fin- 
ished product shipped were 14.3 per cent less 
than the average received in 1908. On export 
shipments the average prices recelved in 1909 
were 7.8 per cent less than those of 1908. 


Unfilled Orders Large. 

At the beginning of 1910 the order books 
of the subsidiary companies contained un- 
filled orders for rolled and other finished 
products for future shipments of 5,927,081 
tons of various classes of materials, 

The gross sales and earnings for 1909 were 
$646,382,251, compared with $482,807.840 in 
1908, $757,014,767 in 1907, and $696,756,926 in 
1906. The net earnings last year were $131,- 
491,418, compared with $91,847,710 in 1908, an 
increase of 839, 643, 786. The corporation had 
$58,521,118 cash on hand at the close of last 
year, an increase of $8,973,000 over the pre- 
ceding year. 

The average number of employés in serv- 
ice in 1909 was 195,500, compared with 165,211 
in 1908, while the wages and salaries paid out 
by the corporation last year aggregated $151, - 
663,394, compared with $120,610,829 in 1908. 


Employes May Subscribe for Stock. 

In January, 1910 there was offered to the 
employ6s of the corporation and of the sub- 
sidiary companies the privilege of subserib- 
ing for 25.000 shares of preferred stock. The 
subscription price was fixed at $124 a share. 
Subscriptions were received from 17,444 em- 
ployés for an aggregate of 24,672 shares. 

On Dec. 31, 1900, there were 21,458 employés 
who had purchased preferred or common 
stock under offers made by the corporation 
who on that date either held the certificate 
of stock or were making monthly payments 
on account of their purchase price 

The expenditures made on construction 
work at the Gary plant, in the city of Gary 
itself, and on the adjacent terminal rallroad 
work reached a total of $11,081,367.

New 100,000 Building Planned. 


An interest development in the South 
Wabash avenue district is the announcement 
that the Gage-Downe Corset company, now 
at 260-270 Fifth avenue, is to move into a new 
_ building to be erected at 2700 by Gustav 
Freund. ; 

The lot is 100x180 feet on the west side of 
the street where Twenty-seventh street 
would be, if extended, and the building will 
be six stories and basement and will cost 
about $100,000.

Renting Conditions Called Good. 


The general renting conditions were dis-

the outlying district, were healthy, with a 
prospect that leases will be made as a whole 
on the basis of present rents.

This made the out- 
put for the week ended March 12 261,455 bris, 
against 281,495 in 1900 and 304,000 in 1908. This 
week one more mill is in operation, but the grind- 
ing capacity is much larger. Another large mill 
will be started Wednesday and two smaller ones 
later in the week.

REVIEW OF THE METAL TRADES. 


Increase in Volume of Business in Fin- 
ished Materials Js a Develop- 
ment of the Week. 


La. March 16,—Receipts, 43 
No exports. 


NEW YORK, March 16.—The Iron Age will 
say tomorrow: 

‘‘ Betterment in the volume of business in 
finished materials has come in the last week, 
accompanied by a continuance of sporadic 
buying of pig iron at lower prices. While 
there has been one official expression from 
thé car industry to the effect that the extent 
of new business has been exaggerated, defin- 
ite inquiries from the railroads are now pend- 
ing in numbers sufficient to give distinct en- 
couragement to plate and structural mills. 
In January and February the various steet 
companies shipped considerably more than 
they booked. 

In some lines March has brought new 
business at a rate close up to the rate of ship- 
ment. In seasonable products, particularly 
wire and wrought iron pipe, the movement 
has been noticeably better. The bulk of pig 
iron buying is still by larger interests, which 
are willing to supply a part of their needs 
for the third quarter and second half at the 
low prices they can command in the present 
interval of uncertainty. There are evidences 
that more pig iron has been bought for the 
latter months of the year than is commonly 
understood. The weight of current produc- 
tion of merchant iron upon the market is 
more apparent as general buying is de- 
layed. 

Structural business continues active at 
the rate of 100,000 tons a month in the larger 
sized contracts; but there is still sharp com- 
petition among fabricating mills which has 
— og effect upon the market fer plain ma- 
erial. 


Shipments Against Contracts Heavy. 

CLEVELAND, O., March 16.—The Iron 
Trade Review tomorrow will say: 

Although the United States Steel corpor- 
ation shipments against contracts during 
March will exceed 1,000,000 tons, and inde- 
pendent interests will be equally busy, all are 
having difficulty in satisfying customers on 
deliveries, which are long delayed on a num- 


der of products, especially steel bars. Heavy 


specifications are being received on bars 
tubes, tin plate, sheets, and wire. Export 
trade in rails continues good, and the general 
outlook for domestic and foreign business is 
much more encouraging than it was a few 
weeks ago. 

“ Prospects for car and locomotive buying 
are excellent. One company has figures out 
on over 50,000 cars. The principal rail order 
placed the last week was for the Southern 
railway, for 45,000 tons. Rail business is 
satisfactory for the western and southern 
mills, but shows little if any improvement in 
the east.“
